A Walk Hi ihr toinlou Sawors. 


Most of the prevailing impressions as 


to the London sewers have no foimda-- 
'tion in fact, as, for instuuce, that thieves, 
are in them, that they are swarmlno; 
.with rats, and that, they arc frequented 
by !i(red mudlarks who scratch among 
Ilic tilth in search of spoil. The idea 
that they are exceedingly unpleasant 
places to explore is more natural, but 
is commonly exaggerated. There are 
some scores'of back streets in London 
which aro much more tiding to .the 
nostrils than, a main sower. As one of 
^my companions said: "They got,a good 
'deal more of it up above than wo do 
down here," an opinion in which one is 
inclined to concur. 
The filth which 


must necessarily make its way into.tho 
sewers has been in some degree chastised 
into cleanliness before it reaches the 
main lines, and the discomfort of an ex- 
ploration is caused by water and bj- the 
closeness of tho atmosphere rather 
than by any disagreeable etllnvia. 
The 


King's Seliblavs' Pond sower follows the 
line of a natural depression from be- 
yond tho Swiss Cottage to Pimlico. Thrj 
,\vuter is drawn oil' in the manner al- 
, ready described at a point near tho junc- 
tion of Oxford street and Divvies street. 
Thence for some distance the pavement 
'of the sower is almost dry. 
Every few 


lyanls of our progress, however, dis- 
closed to us some new inlet. 
Some 


; of these were mere earthen ware pipes, 
with a stench-trap 
nfiixod. 
Others 


were .square brick "gullies," generally 
in a bad state of repair. 
These arc 


all private property. The more im- 
portant connections, which avo under 
the control of the Board of Works, are 
solidly built, and are in shape like 
a huge egg standing on tho thin end. 
Hero and there glimpses may be ob- 
tained of old and disused sowers, as un- 
derneath Davies street, whore a long 
low tunnel brings us into a space al- 
most as large as a village church, and 
with a roof'so constructed as to suggest 
the comparison. 


A largo sewer is very gloomy and 


mysterious. It has most resemblance 
.to the tunnel of a canal. As we walked 
along tho water- gathered about our 
feet. 
It seemed to enter in insignifi- 


cantly small 
quantities—a 
bucketful 


now and then running down a drain- 
:pipe, a continuous trickle hero and 
there from one of tho street connec- 
tions—yet after about a mile or so we 
were walking in water up to our knees. 
.Than once more we heard tho sound of 
rushing anil tumbling, this timo in 
front of us; and by anil by were able 
to pass over a weir on to dry ground. 
Our course lay under Berkeley Mews, 
down Clargos street, and across Picca- 
dilly. 
Our companions above ground 


had saluted us at every entrance as we 
passed, and on reaching Proadily we 
determined to have a breath of fresh 
;iir. 
We emerged in the Grot.?. Park. 


It had been raining, and tho strong 
sunlight was sparkling on dripping 
.loaves and moistened grass. 
Around 


us a Hock of sheep was feeding, and 
for a moment it scorned ns if we were 
miles away from to\vn. . To enjoy a 
London park 
thoroughly nothing is 


necessary but to come upon it suddenly 
from a sewer. It was a poor exchange 
for '.lie sheep, when \vo had once more 
descended, to encounter the first rat.. 
Wo saw, perhaps, a dozen more (luring 
tho remainder of our journey. 
Of-the 


many varieties enumerated by Mr. 
Browning, only one seems to frequent 
the sewers. 
Sewer rats are gray; arid 


it is a peculiarity of theirs that, though 
they do not like, to be driven into the 
water, (hoy ctm.swim admirably. 
It is 


also worth noting that they have mas- 
tered the secret of a .slouch-trap, and 
can get into the drains with case. 


In " the good old times" sewers used 


to ba cunningly introduced under the 
flooring of our houses instead of being 
carried along the front. 
A few years 


ago tho King's Scholars' Pond route 
would have taken us under Buckingham 
Palace. 
Now, however, it makes abold 


curve, sweeps round in front, nnd passes 
under tho gardens, 
ii gets broader and 


higher from'this point, and there are 
more frequent glimpses of the upper 
world. 
Through small square gratings 


the sunshine penetrates, making tall 
obelisks of light, which, inverting them- 
selves, arc dimly repeated in the blank 
waters. 
"Archbishop Maiming 
livos 


there," said one of :ny conipanions, 
pointing to" a square yard of stone- 
work that was visible throu"li one of 
these grates. 
We fixed our locality iu 


this \vay as wo wen', along. 
Such 


casual glimpses of the world above 
served to relievo a journey which, 
much to 1 he wonder of the-passers-by, 
was again broken in Victoria •Street. 
From thence we had what tho chief of 
my guide's described as a "stiff bit." 
The water was broad and deep, aud 
there was a heavy, clinging sediment at 
the bottom. 
Besides we had to pass 


uiifle.nie.ath a great brewery, where all 
the drains vomited steam. 
The etl'cct 


was much the same as if we had been in 
a Turkish bath, and matters were scarcp- 
ly improved whon tho close and heavily 
laden air warned us that wo were ap- 
proaching tho gasworks at Pimlico.. 
Here, after wading through the deepest 
piece of water that we had yet encoun- 
tered, wo came upon the' last of the 
openings through which 
tho sewer 


empties itself into the lower levels. 
Thenceforward, instead of having the 
earth above us, we had merely a wooden 
roofing, and after passing through what 
seemed like the hull of a groat ship, 
and was exactly similar in form, we 
came upon tho double flood-gates which 
interpose between tho scwor and tho 
Thames. 
Only on occasion of a groat 


storm do these require to bo opened, 
and then the whole course over which 
we had traveled is occupied by an im- 
petuous torrent, which not infrequently 
rises to the height of six or so von foot.— 
Pull Mull Gazette.

Comlucting Hotels in Europe. 


Hotels in Europe are conducted on 


tho theory that the guest is a private 
personage to be entertained in a private 
manner. Ho is not required to register 
his name — ho goes only by tlie number 
o£ his room, and most 'frequently no ono 
but tho waiter— rnot, even tho landlord, 
will havo anything to say or do with 
him. 
Meals may bo sent to tho guest's 


bed-room, or ho may take them iu tho 
dining-room; in many hotels, also, in tho 
"cofl'eo room," tho "smoking room," 
tho "commercial room," and even-in the 
parlor. 
Some hotels, but not all, havo 


a table d'/t'jtc. 


In many hotels in Great Britain, 


rather good ones, too, as far as furnish- 
ings go, nothing but cold cuts are to bo 
lind — except at breakfast or at the lato 
dinner, cold ham, roast boef, corn beef 
or chicken, bread and beer, form the 
ordinary lunch. 
Some hotels in London 


furnish no vegetables. 
At such tlio bill 


of faro is coffee, tea, ham and eggs, mut- 
ton chops, roast beef, soles or salmon 
and bread, 
Even with this indifferent 


bill of faro they aro often crowded and 
at times decline to receive gitests unless 
rooms have previously been bespoken. 


Most usually — invariably so in the 


hotels of tho middle class — women aro 
the 
housekeepers; 
assign 
guests to 


rooms, keep the accounts and manage 
tho internal arrangements. Payment is 
exacted only for what the guest has 
ordered. 
He will bo charged for the 


room, but is under no obligation to take 
meals in the house. 
A cup of coft'uo and 


a biscuit will be as cheerfully furnished 
as tho most elaborate meal. 


Tho waiter is tho principal executive 


officer. 
He invariably wears a suit of 


black broadcloth, claw-haminor. coat, 
white necktie, broad expanse of shirt 
bosom and sometimes a white vest. 
" What is your number, please?" ho will 
say on first coming in contact with yon, 
and will quietly book against that num- 
ber the price of dishes ordered for tho 
meal as well as tho lodging. I'revioug 
to departing you will ask him to render 
you an account, or at any rate Iio i« the 
official who will, present the bill to you, 
receive 
the payment nivl make the 


change. —Kdinburff

Young Virginians. 


In Texas I saw many young men ftorn 


Virginia, sous of the best families there, 
intelligent and of excellent character 
generally. 
In conversation with ono of 


them, I told him that t had recently been 
looking, about in lii.-i native State, ar.cl 
Ihat it seemed to me that all energetic 
youug Virginians were needed at home, 
and that there was abundant opportun- 
ity and reward for labor there; and I 
asked if he liked tho life in Texas better 
than work in Virginia, 
He said lie did 


not, but that it was not yet tho fashion 
for young Virginians of good family to 
engage iu hard, rough work near their 
homes in the Old Dominion. "It would 
not do for me to work by the month 
;hcre for such wages as are ]miil_ hero, 
it would be too much of an cililicSkm for 
my family, and I'should lose caste with 
my lady friends. 
If a man has no 


money ho can not begin in Virginia, be-- 
cause ho would be classed witli.the poor 
whites and tho negroes, with whom his 
work and circumstances would bring 
liim into competition. 
But ho can comp 


out hero and 'rough it,' and if he has no 
money ho can work by the month at 
licrding, or driving team, till ho gets a 
start." I suppose this is true, for I 
heard the same thing often in various 
places iu Texas, and in Virginia and 
Tennessee tho parents of many of these 
young men gave me tho same reason for 
the emigration of their sons to Texas. 
Perhaps these reasons would bo equally 
potent with everybody, but at any rate I 
2ould see that niaay "young men iu the 
Southwest work harder, nnd live in far 
rougher and more uncomfortable ways, 
than would bo necessary in tho older 
States, and that they do not mako so 
much mouoj" as they might there. There 
is apparently as much emigration from 
Texas, too, as from any other Southern 
State. Tho talk is everywhere.of "bet- 
ter country than this," in Mexico and 
5Tcw Mexico, and ono soon receives tho 
impression that nobody is settled, or is 
at all certain of remaining very long, 
even in Texas. 
I found iu every part of 


tho South a decided and extensive 
movement of tho agricultural class, both 
white ajid colored, toward the South- 
west and West. In many cases, the 
principal reason for this movement, so 
Ear as I. could discover, is tho improve- 
ment which is taking place in tho older 
regions of the South. 
When "tho new 


order of things" begins to manifest itself 
in a Southern cor.nnuniiy there are many 
[persons, of tho pnoi'i r i -.awes, who feel 
repelled rather than attracted by the in- 
dications of approaching change, and in 
their restlessness and discontent they 
leave tlieir old homes, hoping to find 
more congenial conditions in newer and 
more sparsely populated regions. 
Many 


of these persons depend only in. part 
upon agriculture for their subsistence. 
They obtain some portion of their living 
by hunting and fishing, and these occu- 
pations are much more to their taste 
than steady work of any kind. These 
emigrants often say, '' It's agoin' to cost 
too much to live hyur;" and they arc 
undoubtedly correct in this conclusion. 
It will certainly require more money and 
more labor to live under the improved 
conditions in "the new South" than have 
hitherto" been necessary, under tho old 
order of things; and many Southern 


men, 
of the classes referred to, reason, 


rightly enough, that for them tho im- 
provement ar.d progress promised by the 
signs of the times are not likely to bring an 
increase of htippiiiesu. -Atlantic Monthly.
